To    THE    Governor    of    Pennsylvania,    and    the    General 

Assembly  : 

The  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission,  appointed  pursuant 
to  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  July  25,  1913  (No.  777),  en- 
titled, "An  Act  providing  for  the  establishment  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Historical  Commission ;  defining  its  powers  and  duties ;  and 
making  an  appropriation  for  its  work," 

Respectfully  Reports : 

The  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature under  which  we  were  appointed,  and  defining  our  duties,  is 
as  follows : 

AN  ACT 

Providing  for  the  establishment  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission ; 
defining  its  powers  and  duties ;  and  making  an  appropriation  for  its  work. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  within  sixty  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  appoint  five 
citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  who  shall  constitute  the  Penn- 
sylvania Historical  Commission,  which  commission  shall  be 
a  body  corporate  under  its  title  aforesaid,  and  shall  be 
charged  with  the  duty  of  marking  and  preserving  the  anti- 
quities and  historical  landmarks  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  2.  Two  of  the  members  of  said  commission  shall 
be  appointed  for  two  years,  and  three  members  for  four 
years,  and  each  thereafter  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
four  years.  They  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services,  but  shall  be  allowed  their  actual  expenses  while  en- 
gaged upon  the  business  of  the  commission. 

Section  3.     The   commission  shall  organize  immediately 
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after  its  appointment,  by  the  election  of  one  of  its  members 
as  chairman,  another  as  secretary,  and  another  as  treasurer; 
and  it  may  adopt  such  rules  of  organization  and  procedure  as 
it  may  deem  necessary,  and  determine  the  terms  and  duties 
of  its  officers  and  employes.  The  commission  may,  when 
necessity  demands  it,  appoint  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  a  stenog- 
rapher, at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  and  a  curator  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum. 

Section  4.  The  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission  may, 
upon  its  own  initiative  or  upon  the  petition  of  municipalities 
or  historical  societies,  mark  by  proper  monuments,  tablets, 
or  markers,  places  or  buildings,  within  this  Commonwealth, 
where  historical  events  have  transpired,  and  may  arrange  for 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  such  markers  or  monuments. 
It  may  also  undertake,  within  the  means  at  its  command,  the 
preservation  or  restoration  of  ancient  or  historic  public 
buildings,  military  works,  or  monuments  connected  with  the 
history  of  Pennsylvania ;  and  to  this  end  it  may  contract  with 
cities,  boroughs,  and  townships,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Commonwealth,  or  with  historical  societies  or  other  associa- 
tions, Adth  proper  bond  or  security,  for  the  maintenance  of 
such  buildings,  works,  and  monuments  as  a  consideration 
for  assistance  in  their  erection,  restoration,  preservation,  or 
marking  by  said  commission. 

Section  5.  The  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission  may 
receive,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  gifts  or 
bequests  of  relics  or  other  articles  of  historical  interest,  which 
shall  be  deposited  by  it  in  the  State  Museum;  and  the  said 
commission  may  accept  for  the  Commonwealth  gifts  and 
bequests  of  money  or  securities  for  the  endowment  of  its 
W'ork,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  donors ;  and 
it  shall,  in  conjunction  with  the  Governor,  Auditor  General, 
and  State  Treasurer,  who  shall  together  with  the  members  of 
the  said  commission  constitute  a  body  of  trustees  for  the  care 
of  such  funds,  invest  the  same  in  the  bonds  of  this  Common- 
wealth or  of  any  political  division  thereof,  the  interest  and 
income  from  which  may  ])e  used  ])y  said  commission  for  its 
purposes  under  this  act,  or  applied  to  such  uses  in  line 
therewith  as  may  be  specified  by  the  respective  donors  of  any 
of  said  funds. 

Section  6.  A  suitable  room  in  the  Capitol  or  in  the  State 
Library  Buiklinj?  shall  be  provided  for  the  said  commission 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  in  which  the 
office  of  the  commission  shall  be  kept. 

Section  7.  The  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission,  for  the  two  fiscal  years 


beginning  June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  thirteen; 
and  this  and  all  subsequent  appropriations  shall  be  paid  by 
the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, upon  the  presentation  by  the  commission  of  proper 
vouchers  signed  by  its  chairman  and  attested  by  its  secretary. 
Approved— The  25th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1913,  in  the  sum 
of  $10,000.  I  withhold  my  approval  from  the  remainder  of 
said  appropriation  because  of  insufficient  State  revenue. 

John  K.  Tener. 

Although  this  Act  was  approved  July  25,  1913,  no  appoint- 
ments were  made  under  it  until  November  26,  1913,  when  Gover- 
nor John  K.  Tener  appointed  and  commissioned  the  following 
persons,  to  serve  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  Senate, 
without  designating  the  term  of  the  respective  appointees:

OEGAXIZATIOX. 

All  the  members  of  the  Commission  met  at  the  house  of  the 
Union  League,  in  Philadelphia,  on  March  21,  1914,  and  elected 
the  following  officers : 

William  C.  Sproul,  Chairman. 
George  P.  Donehoo,  Secretary, 
William  H.  Stevenson,  Treasurer. 

The  Commission  elected  Thomas  L.  Montgomery,  State  Libra- 
rian, Curator  of  the  Commission.  It  agreed  for  the  present  not 
to  elect  a  permanent  clerk,  but  to  employ  and  fairly  compensate 
such  clerical  and  typographic  help  as  might  be  required  from 
time  to  time.  With  this  assistance  furnished,  Mr.  INIontgomery, 
Curator  elect,  volunteered  to  give  his  services  without  salary. 
His  advice,  suggestion,  knowledge  of  the  bibliography  of  the  State 
and  general  helpfulness  have  been  of  great  value  to  the  Commis- 
sion, and  of  inestimable  service  to  its  work. 

These  appointments  were  confirmed  by  the  Senate  on  Febru- 
ary 9,  1915. 

Kecognizing  in  the  generous  appropriation  of  the  bill  as  passed, 
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the  legislative  and  popular  interest  in  the  general  purpose  of  the 
Commission,  and  at  the  same  time  realizing  the  limitations  upon 
its  work,  owing  to  the  enforced  reduction  of  the  appropriation 
to  one-fourth  the  original  amount,  the  Commission  unanimously 
concluded  that  its  preliminary  work  must  be  largely  one  of  in- 
quiry, report  and  recommendation;  and  the  stimulation  of  local 
effort  toward  the  preservation  of  historic  landmarks  and  their 
significance. 

SUKVEY. 

To  this  end  it  was  resolved  that : 

1.  A  survey  should  be  made  and  published  of  the  historic 
monuments  erected  in  whole  or  in  part  under  State  appropri- 
ation ;  but,  profiting  by  past  exprience,  it  would  recommend 
that  such  future  grants  should  be  duly  proportioned  and 
measured  by  some  standard  of  uniformity. 

2.  A  like  survey  should  be  made  and  published  of  such 
memorials  as  had  been  erected  by  private  benefaction,  local 
societies  and  individual  contributions,  so  that  other  impor- 
tant sites  should  be  thus  marked ;  and  other  local  associations 
and  interests  should  be  inspired  to  similar  efforts;  and  at 
the  same  time  examples  might  be  furnished  of  co-operation 
between  the  Commision  and  local  efforts  in  like  work. 

3.  Personal  visitation  should  be  made  by  the  Commission 
to  such  sections  of  the  State  as  had  been  active  in  like  move- 
ments, to  ascertain  and  make  report  of  the  conditions  under 
which  monuments,  tablets,  markers,  etc.,  had  been  placed  and 
are  maintained  so  as  to  furnish  popular  information  as  to 
their  design,  cost,  supervision,  etc. 

4.  Communication  to  be  established  with  active  local  his- 
torical societies,  with  a  view  of  enlisting  their  interest  and 
enthusiasm  in  comprehensive  scheme  of  projecting  and  mak- 
ing familiar  the  too-long  neglected  historic  importance  of  this 
great  Commonwealth. 

In  accordance  with  these  views  of  its  powers  and  duties,  and 
regarding  the  best  methods  of  exercising  its  official  functions,  the 
Commission  since  its  organization  has  held  meetings  at  Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh,  Lancaster,  Sunbury,  Greensburg,  and  an  early 
meeting  will  be  held  in  Chester. 

In  addition  to  these  regular  business  meetings,  the  Commis- 
sion sent  George  P.  Donehoo  to  represent  the  Commission  at  a 
meeting  at  Sunbury,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  monument  in  honor  of  Shikellamy,  the  Iroquois  vice- 


gerent;  Thomas  L.  Montgomery  and  George  P.  Donehoo  to  the 
services  at  Enoch  Brown  Park,  near  Greencastle,  and  the  same 
representatives  to  the  dedication  of  the  monument  at  the  site  of 
Fort  McCord,  near  Chambersburg. 

At  all  of  these  meetings  the  members  of  the  Commission 
present  visited  historic  sites  in  the  respective  regions,  and  made 
addresses  at  the  public  services  which  were  held. 

PITTSBUEGH. 

In  the  course  of  the  visitation  to  Pittsburgh,  May  8,  1914,  the 
Commission  attended  and  was  entertained  at  an  elaborate  ban- 
quet of  the  Historical  Society  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  where 
the  purpose  of  the  Commission  was  expounded.  The  home  of 
this  Society  was  visited  and  its  plan  of  permanent  building,  re- 
pository, etc.,  is  commended  to  the  Historical  Societies  of  other 
sections.  Among  the  historical  sites  visited  by  the  Commission 
in  Pittsburgh  were  the  Bouquet  Block  House,  sites  of  Fort  Du- 
quesne  and  Fort  Pitt,  Shannopin's  Town,  Fort  Fayette,  the 
''Forks"  and  other  places  associated  with  the  history  of  the 
French  and  Indian  war,  the  Whiskey  Insurrection  and  the  War  of 
the  Eevolution. 

LANCASTER. 

In  Lancaster,  June  13  and  14, 1914,  the  Commission  met  the  offi- 
cers and  Executive  Committee  of  the  County  Historical  Society. 
It  was  furnished  with  a  series  of  object  lessons  of  what  had  been 
done,  and  could  be  effectively  done,  by  purely  local,  voluntary 
effort.  From  this  point  of  view  a  valuable  suggestion  was  fur- 
nished to  such  communities  as  have  a  wealth  of  historic  associa- 
tions, an  active  local  society  and  generous  patrons.  The  Com- 
mission was  shown  an  imposing  and  suitably  inscribed  tablet, 
fastened  on  a  great  rock  front  near  "Rockford,"  the  home  of 
General  Edward  Hand — Lancaster's  most  distinguished  Revolu- 
tionary soldier — commemorating  the  County's  part  in  the  War 
for  Independence;  a  huge  native  limestone  boulder,  with  bronze 
tablet,  on  the  site  of  the  original  Swiss-Mennonite  settlement  more 
than  two  hundred  years  ago ;  tablets  erected  on  the  house  wherein 
Robert  Fulton  was  born;  a  granite  pillar  in  Christiana,  in  com- 
memoration of  the  famous  anti-slavery  riot  of  1851,  and  the  first 
blood  shed  in  resistance  to  the  Fugitive  Slave  Law  and  the  result- 
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ing  Treason  Trials.  All  of  these  were  erected  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  local  Society,  without  State  aid,  accompanied  by  liter- 
ary and  historic  exercises  of  memorable  quality  and  permanent 
publications  relating  to  the  same. 

On  the  same  occasion  the  Commission  was  taken  to  such  his- 
toric scenes  as  Old  Donegal  Church,  the  town  of  Manheim,  where 
Stiegel  had  his  early  glass  factories,  the  Moravian  town  of  Lititz ; 
the  Seventh  Day  Baptist  cloisters  at  Ephrata ;  the  monument  to 
the  dead  of  Brandywine,  who  died  in  these  improvised  hospitals, 
erected  by  State  aid ;  the  remains  of  the  iron  works  on  the  Con- 
o^-ingo  and  Octoraro ;  the  famous  Green  Tree  hostelry — its  Revo- 
lutionary memories  recalled  by  a  notable  sign  board,  etc. 

In  meeting  with  the  D.  A.  R.  Association,  at  Sunbury,  the  Com- 
mission inspected  the  site  of  Fort  Augusta,  the  grave  of  Shikel- 
lamy,  the  old  Indian  village  of  Shamokin  and  the  crossing  of  the 
main  Indian  trails,  which  ran  in  all  directions  from  this  point. 

BUSHY  RUN.  GREEXSBURG. 

During  the  visitation  with  the  Historical  Society  of  West- 
moreland County,  at  Greensburg,  the  members  of  the  Commission 
who  attended  visited  the  site  of  the  Battle  of  Bushy  Run,  Hannas- 
town,  Fort  Ligonier,  the  old  home  of  General  Arthur  St.  Clair 
and  the  monument  erected  over  his  grave  in  Greensburg.  Curator 
Thomas  L.  Montgomery  visited  the  site  of  Fort  Granville  and 
examined  the  work  which  has  been  done  by  the  local  Committee 
to  locate  correctly  the  site  of  this  fort. 

On  behalf  of  the  Commission  George  P.  Donehoo  and  Thomas  L. 
Montgomery  visited  the  site  of  the  Enoch  Brown  massacre,  near 
Greencastle,  and  also  the  sites  of  Fort  McCord,  Fort  Loudon, 
Fort  McDowell,  Fort  Chambers  and  the  monument  at  the  birth- 
place of  President  Buchanan. 

W.  H.  Stevenson,  George  P.  Donehoo  and  Thomas  L.  Mont- 
gomery visited  the  various  sites  connected  with  the  history  of 
the  Whiskey  Insurrection,  between  Pittsburgh  and  Washington, 
as  well  as  other  sites  of  historic  importance  in  Canonsburg  and 
Washington. 

FORT  McCORD. 

The  Fort  McCord  memorial  was  the  subject  of  contribution  by 
the  Commission  of  $500,  supplementing  local  subscriptions  to  the 
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amount  of  $500.  It  was  intended  by  the  Commission  to  indicate 
a  disposition  on  its  part,  even  out  of  its  present  limited  appropria- 
tion, to  ' '  help  those  who  help  themselves. ' ' 

A  suitable  monument  of  native  granite,  in  the  form  of  a  Celtic 
Cross,  with  a  bronze  tablet  on  its  base,  now  marks  the  site  of  the

massacre  at  this  fort  in  1756.  The  plans  for  placing  this  marker 
were  made  at  the  Enoch  Brown  services  on  August  4,  1914,  and, 
chiefly  through  the  activity  of  Rev.  Dr.  Cyrus  Cort,  the  monument 
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ment  was  completed  and  dedicated  on  October  29,  1914.     Mr. 
John  W.  Bossart  donated  the  ground. 

The  dedication  was  accompanied  by  popular  exercises,  calcu- 
lated to  stimulate  historic  study ;  and  a  sketch  of  the  monument  is 
included  in  this  report  as  an  illustration  of  what  can  be  done 
economically  in  this  line  of  commemoration.  Indeed,  both  the 
monument  and  the  methods  of  its  construction  should  be  an  in- 
spiration to  other  communities.  The  land  was  donated,  as  was 
also  much  of  the  work,  the  material  was  native  stone,  and  the 
work  was  carried  through  to  its  conclusion  mthout  delay.  De- 
lay in  placing  like  markers  has  often  meant  death  to  such  move- 
ments, and  in  some  cases  it  has  meant  the  entire  loss  of  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  actual  historic  site. 

The  inscription  upon  the  monument  at  the  site  of  Fort  McCord 
is  as  follows: 

' '  The  site  of  Fort  McCord,  where  twenty-seven  pioneer  settlers, 
men,  women  and  children,  were  massacred  by  Indian  savages  or 
carried  into  captivity,  April  1,  1756,  was  a  few  rods  southeast  of 
this  spot. 

*'In  the  list  of  victims  were  Mary  McCord,  Mrs.  John  Thorn 
and  babe,  Mrs.  Annie  McCord,  wife  of  John  McCord,  and  two 
daughters,  Martha,  then  a  young  mother  with  unborn  babe,  and  a 
young  girl. 

' '  Names  of  Provincial  soldiers  killed  in  pursuit  of  the  Indians 
on  Sideling  Hill :

The  Commission  has  taken  steps  for  the  marking  of  the  follow- 
ing historic  sites,  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be 
made : 

Fort  Hunter,  near  Harrisburg. 

Fort  Ligonier,  at  Ligonier. 

Fort  Necessity,  at  Mount  Washington,  on  the  National  Pike. 

The  house  of  Governor  Printz,  on  Tinicum  Island,  where  the 
first  government  by  white  men  was  established  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  Sandelands  house,  at  Chester,  where  was  held  the  first 
law-making  assembly  of  the  Commonwealth. 

PLAN  AND  SCOPE  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

That  the  general  scope  of  the  Commission's  work  has  already 
elicited,  or  will  evoke,  a  spirit  of  public  inquiry  leading  to  some 
enthusiasm  for  a  recognition  of  Pennsylvania's  place  in  history, 
is  already  manifest  in  the  fact  that  during  the  year  the  Secretary 
has  answered  many  letters  from  societies  and  individuals  con- 
cerning the  work  of  the  Commission  and  the  location  of  historic 
sites. 

There  is  a  constantly  growing  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission and  in  the  suitable  marking  of  all  places  of  historic  value. 
When  the  survey  is  completed  by  the  Curator  and  made  public 
there  will  be  a  still  greater  popular  interest.  The  people  living 
near  some  of  the  most  historic  spots  in  the  State  have  never  had 
their  attention  called  to  them.  In  some  localities  people  who  had 
been  born  and  lived  near  Fort  McCord,  Fort  Augusta,  Fort 
Necessity,  etc.,  had  no  knowledge  whatever  concerning  their  lo- 
cation. History,  like  charity,  should  begin  at  home.  It  should 
not  end  there.     There  are  many  people  who  have  visited  the  his- 
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toric  localities  of  Europe,  but  have  never  been  to  more  interest- 
ing localities  at  their  very  doors.  The  Secretary  met  several 
young  men  and  women  who  had  visited  Waterloo  and  many  other 
historic  places  on  the  continent  of  Europe;  they  had  lived  for 
years  near  the  site  of  the  Battle  of  Bushy  Run,  or  Fort  Necessity, 
and  had  never  been  to  these  places,  nor  did  they  know  where 
they  were  situated.  The  young  people,  and  the  older  people, 
of  this  State  should  see  and  ''know  Pennsylvania  first." 

It  follows  from  the  foregoing  narration  and  discussion  that 
the  work  of  the  Commission  thus  far  has  been,  in  a  great  measure, 
merely  preliminary  and  educational.  When  the  survey  in  prog- 
ress as  to  what  has  been  done  by  the  State  and  voluntary  local 
effort,  and  what  remains  to  be  done,  shall  have  been  completed, 
more  definite  plans  can  be  formulated  and  more  specific  recom- 
mendations can  be  made  than  now. 

If  the  work  of  the  Commission  is  to  be  continued  and  enlarged, 
it  seems  expedient  that  no  one  of  the  varied  historic  elements 
which  entered  into  the  making  of  Pennsylvania  should  be  either 
unnoticed  or  over-emphasized.  In  its  personnel  the  Commission 
represents  distinctly  the  principal  separate  strains  of  race  and 
religion  which  made  up  the  composite  citizenship  of  the  Com- 
monwealth— the  English  Episcopalian,  the  English  and  Welsh 
Quaker  and  Baptist,  the  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterian  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania German  church  and  sect  people.  Likewise  the  history 
of  the  State  falls  into  marked  eras — such  as  the  Aboriginal 
occupation  of  what  is  now  comprised  \\dthin  the  boundaries  of 
Pennsylvania ;  the  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  periods ;  the  State 
under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States;  the  Civil  War  and 
modern  period;  and  the  industrial  and  intellectual  development 
of  a  mighty  Commonwealth. 

First  of  these  in  point  of  time  and  remoteness  of  distance' — 
as  well  as  in  the  danger  of  losing  original  material — is  the  early 
Indian  period,  and  that  of  the  French  and  Indian  Wars.  They 
have  both  been  very  much  neglected  in  the  placing  of  historical 
markers,  as  well  as  by  students  of  the  history  of  the  State. 
There  is,  perhaps,  a  reason  for  this  to  be  found  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  history  of  the  State.  The  Aboriginal  period,  the  first 
settlement  of  the  various  parts  of  the  Province  and  the  French 
and  Indian  Wars  were  followed  by  the  American  Revolution,  and 
then  by  the  Civil  War.     As  a  consequence,  all  of  the  events  of 
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the  two  great  struggles  of  the  later  periods  loomed  so  large  in 
the  foreground  of  history  that  the  more  remote  events  of  these 
earlier  periods  were  lost  to  view  at  the  very  time  when  it  was 
possible  to  get  a  closer  range  than  is  now  possible. 

And  yet  these  early  periods  are  perhaps  the  most  important, 
as  well  as  the  most  romantic,  in  the  history  of  the  State.  Foun- 
dation facts  in  history  are  just  as  important  as  foundation  stones 
in  building.  The  immigration  of  the  Delaware  and  Shawnee, 
from  the  Delaware  to  the  Susquehanna  and  then  to  the  Ohio, 
began  a  series  of  events  which  led  ultimately  to  the  struggle  be- 
tween France  and  Great  Britain  for  the  possession  of  the  conti- 
nent. In  the  migration  of  these  tribes  from  East  to  "West  was  the 
commencement  of  the  rivalry  of  the  traders  of  these  two  World 
Powers  for  the  possession  of  the  rich  trade  of  the  Ohio  Valley, 
and  the  rivalry  between  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia  for  the  pos- 
session of  the  land  at  "the  Forks"  of  the  Ohio.  The  former  led 
to  the  French  and  Indian  War,  and  the  latter  to  the  Boundary 
Dispute  between  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia.  The  migration  of 
these  tribes  not  only  led  to  the  struggle  for  the  possession  of  the 
Ohio  by  the  two  great  European  powers,  but  it  also  destroyed 
the  equilibrium  of  the  Indian  tribes  in  the  interior — by  these 
eastern  tribes  being  thrown  into  the  habitat  of  the  tribes  in  the 
interior. 

The  expedition  of  Colonel  George  Washington,  in  1754;  the 
expedition  of  Braddock,  in  1755;  the  expedition  of  General 
Forbes,  in  1758;  the  War  of  Pontiac,  in  1763,  were  all  links  in 
a  chain  of  events,  the  forging  of  which  began  when  the  feather- 
crested  warriors  of  the  Delaware  and  Shawnee  moved  westward. 

The  encroachment  of  the  Scotch-Irish  and  German  upon  the 
Indian  lands  along  the  Susquehanna  and  Ohio ;  the  Border  Wars ; 
the  ascendency  of  the  Iroquois  in  the  Colonial  policy  of  the 
Province — all  had  a  tremendous  influence  in  the  making  of  the 
existence  of  the  American  Nation  a  possibility.  The  Eevolution 
was,  in  many  respects,  a  result  of  all  of  these  movements.  They 
had  as  their  chief  scene  of  action  the  rugged  mountains  and 
beautiful  valleys  of  Pennsylvania.  New  England  has  occupied  a 
prominent  part  in  the  development  of  American  history,  as  it  is 
written  by  New  Englanders,  and  Pennsylvania  has  been  placed 
too  far  in  the  background.  It  is  time  for  Pennsylvania  to  have 
its  history  told  by  those  who  study  it  from  a  nearer  viewpoint 
than  the  hills  of  New  England. 
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In  order  to  rightly  study  the  influences  which  have  been  at 
work  in  the  making  of  the  American  Nation  as  it  exists  in  fact, 
instead  of  in  romantic  historical  poems  of  New  England  authors, 
one  must  go  back  to  the  early  periods  in  the  history  of  the  State, 
with  its  many  complex  problems.  The  Quaker,  the  Scotch-Irish 
and  the  Pennsylvania  German  influences  have  been  as  dominant 
forces  in  the  moulding  of  American  institutions  as  either  the 
Puritan  of  New  England  or  the  Cavalier  of  Virginia.  The  in- 
fluence of  the  Puritan  waned  with  the  century  which  gave  him 
his  name,  and  the  Cavalier  of  Virginia  was  always  more  of  a 
myth  than  a  reality.  The  Scotch-Irish  and  Pennsylvania  Ger- 
man influences,  which  spread  out  from  the  rugged  mountains 
of  Pennsylvania  to  Virginia,  Ohio,  Kentucky  and  the  Great  West, 
are  still  dominant  in  American  affairs.  The  trails  of  the  Red 
Men  to  the  Ohio  and  to  the  western  wilderness  were  trodden  by 
the  feet  of  the  Scotch-Irish  and  the  German  pioneers  from  the 
mountains  of  Pennsylvania,  and  not  by  the  feet  of  the  Puritan 
from  New  England.  Even  a  large  proportion  of  the  ''First 
Families  of  Virginia"  and  many  of  the  best  of  them,  were 
Scotch-Irish  from  the  Cumberland  Valley  of  Pennsylvania. 
To  read  the  names  of  the  men  who  have  "won  the  West"  con- 
firms this  statement.  The  Puritan  of  New  England  has  played  a 
most  important  part  in  the  Poetry  of  History,  but  the  Scotch- 
Irish  and  Pennsylvania  German  made  a  far  greater  part  of  the 
actual  history  of  the  Nation  which  now  exists. 

Pennsylvania  soil  was  the  scene  of  Washington's  first  conflict, 
at  Fort  Necessity;  of  Braddock's  fearful  defeat,  near  Pittsburgh; 
of  the  most  bloody  conflicts  with  the  Indians  by  the  frontiers- 
men; of  the  expedition  of  General  Forbes,  to  Fort  Duquesne; 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence;  of  the  hard  fought  battles 
of  Brandy  wine  and  Germantown;  of  the  soul-racking  winter  at 
Valley  Forge;  of  the  Framing  of  the  Constitution;  of  the  first 
National  Capital;  of  the  expedition  of  General  Sullivan  against 
the  Seneca;  of  the  Whiskey  Insurrection;  of  the  blood-deluged 
hills  of  Gettysburg,  and  of  many  other  events  of  nation-wide 
importance.  Cut  out  of  American  history  what  these  events 
stand  for,  and  the  part  played  in  them  by  Pennsylvania,  and 
one  loses  the  real  plot  of  the  entire  drama  of  American  history. 
Pennsylvania  historians  have  been  too  modest,  or  too  much 
fascinated  by  the  mere  glitter  of  the  wonderful  industrial  devel- 
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opment  of  the  State,  to  give  just  credit  to  the  tremendous  moral 
force  which  the  State  and  its  people  have  exercised  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  American  Nation.  We  must  call  attention  to  the 
facts  in  our  history.  We  must  make  known  these  facts  by  monu- 
ments and  markers,  as  well  as  by  books  and  essays. 

HISTOEY  OF  THE  INDIAIsT  IN  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  has  given  special  attention 
to  the  study  of  the  Indian  inhabitants  of  the  region  between  the 
Delaware  and  the  Ohio,  and  to  the  period  when  the  Delaware 
and  Shawnee  were  alienated  from  the  British  interest.  The 
alienation  of  these  tribes,  and  the  consequent  neutrality  of  the 
Iroquois  Confederation,  during  the  period  of  the  French  and 
Indian  War,  made  Anglo-Saxon  domination  of  the  continent 
possible.  Iroquois  hostility  at  that  time  might  have  meant  the 
destruction  of  all  the  English  settlements  on  the  continent.  The 
Indian  was  not  a  side-issue  in  this  conflict,  but  one  of  the  chief 
factors  in  it.  The  history  of  the  Indian,  in  the  region  between 
the  Delaware  and  the  Ohio,  during  this  early  period,  has  been 
sadly  neglected.  Other  states,  with  far  less  Indian  history  of 
national  importance,  have  made  much  of  what  history  they  do 
have.  In  fact  it  may  be  stated  that  not  a  single  state  in  the 
entire  Nation  has  a  more  interesting,  important  and  truly  ro- 
mantic Indian  history  than  has  Pennsylvania,  And  yet,  there 
are  very  few  monuments  or  markers,  relating  to  this  period,  in 
the  entire  state.  As  a  consequence  the  sites  of  historic  Indian 
villages,  trails  and  other  places  are  fast  sinking  into  oblivion. 
There  is  a  noticeably  increasing  interest  in  the  history  of  the 
Indian  tribes,  trails,  villages  and  names  in  Pennsylvania's  annals. 
Historical  Societies,  Chapters  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  as  well  as  schools  and  colleges,  are  giving  more  at- 
tention to  this  branch  of  our  State 's  history.  There  is  a  constant 
demand  for  more  information,  and  as  it  has  opportunity  the  Com- 
mission expects  to  publish  handbooks  or  bulletins,  bearing  upon 
the  history  of  the  Indian,  the  Quaker,  the  Scotch -Irish,  the  Penn- 
sylvania German,  the  English,  Welsh,  Irish  and  other  strains  as 
factors  in  the  making  of  Pennsylvania,  and  also  to  deal  with  the 
various  epoch-making  periods  in  the  history  of  the  State. 

His  colleagues  on  the  Commission  claim  the  right  to  say  offi- 
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cially  that  its  Secretary  is  conspicuous  among  the  scholars  and 
ethnologists,  not  only  of  Pennsylvania,  but  of  all  America,  in 
his  study  of  the  Indian,  and  especially  of  his  trails  through  and 
across  this  State.  He  has  spent  a  number  of  years  in  collecting 
historical  facts  bearing  upon  Indian  Place  Names  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. It  is  his  purpose  to  later  publish  a  history  of  the  Indian 
tribes,  trails,  and  villages  in  the  same  region.  The  Common- 
wealth, its  libraries  and  its  people  should  have  the  early  benefit  of 
such  publications.  The  preparation  for  this  work  and  its  pros- 
ecution has  already  involved  much  labor  and  expense;  but  it  is 
far  too  valuable  to  be  lost ;  and  inasmuch  as  the  Commission  has 
been  able  to  dispense  wdth  an  authorized  stenographer  and  sal- 
aried Curator,  and  as  a  large  share  of  the  onerous  and  responsible 
work  of  the  Commission  has  fallen  upon  the  Secretary,  the  Com- 
mission requests  and  recommends  that  the  statute  creating  it  be 
so  amended,  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  that  the  mthhold- 
ing  of  compensation  for  services  from  members  of  the  Commis- 
sion shall  not  apply  to  such  one  of  the  number  as  may  be  chosen 
Secretary. 

Believing  also  that  the  significance  of  the  Indian  history  of 
the  State  should  be  emphasized,  as  one  of  the  initial  works  of  the 
Commission,  it  recommends  that  the  first  direct  legislative  grant 
or  appropriation  be  made  for  the  erection  of  a  proper  monument 
at  the  scene  of  Bouquet's  notable  achievement  in  defeating  the 
Indians  at  Bushy  Run  in  1763. 

That  thrilling  incident  and  heroic  adventure  is  typical.  It 
antedated  the  collapse  of  the  gigantic  Conspiracy  of  Pontiac; 
it  cleared  the  path  from  Carlisle  to  Fort  Pitt;  it  signalized  the 
clash  of  warriors  of  two  races,  who,  as  Parkman  graphically  says, 
matched  the  steady  valor  of  civilization  against  the  fierceness  and 
intrepidity  of  the  red  savage.  In  the  result  of  the  battle,  no  less 
than  in  the  character  of  it,  Pennsylvania  contributed  a  chapter 
to  history  unequalled  in  interest.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that 
the  General  Assembly  make  provision  for  the  erection  on  this 
blood-stained  spot,  of  a  fit  memorial  to  mark  the  conquest  of 
the  Indian  on  Pennsylvania  soil. 

FORT  DUQUESXE. 

The  Commission  is  also  impressed  with  the  importance  of  prop- 
erly marking  the  site  at  the  junction  of  the  Allegheny  and  Mon-

ongahela  rivers,  known  to  the  Seneca  as  Diondega,  and  trans- 
lated by  all  of  the  early  explorers  and  traders  as  ''the  Forks," 
It  is  so  called  in  Washington's  Journal  of  1753. 

The  first  white  man,  whose  eyes  looked  upon  this  beautiful 
spot,  was  probably  Arnold  Viele,  the  Dutch  trader  from  Albany 
who  passed  down  the  Ohio  from  the  upper  Delaware,  in  1692, 
on  his  way  to  the  Shawnee  villages  on  the  lower  Ohio.  Conrad 
Weiser  passed  this  spot  in  1748  when  on  his  mission  to  the  In- 
dians at  Logstown,  as  the  first  official  messenger  of  the  English 
to  the  western  Indians.  It  was  visited  by  Celoron  DeBienville 
in  1749,  when  France  took  official  possession  of  the  Ohio,  or  La 
Belle  Riviere.  From  this  time  onward  until  the  final  conquest 
of  the  Ohio  by  the  British  in  1758  ''the  Forks"  occupied  a  most 
prominent  place  in  the  history  of  the  period. 

The  efforts  of  the  Ohio  Company,  of  Virginia,  to  take  actual 
possession  of  the  Ohio  region  led  to  the  expedition  of  George 
Washington  to  the  French  forces  at  Venango  and  LeBoeuff  in 
1753;  to  the  attempted  building  of  a  fort  at  "the  Forks"  by 
Edward  Ward  in  1754;  to  the  erection  of  Fort  Duquesne,  by 
the  French,  in  1754;  to  Washington's  expedition  in  1754;  to  the 
British  expedition  of  General  Edward  Braddock,  in  1755 ;  to  the 
expedition  of  General  John  Forbes,  in  1758,  when  Great  Britain 
drove  the  French  from  the  Ohio. 

Fort  Pitt  which  was  erected  at  this  site  in  1758  became  the  cen- 
tre of  all  of  the  British  activities  in  the  Ohio  valley.  During  the 
Conspiracy  of  Pontiac,  in  1763,  it  occupied  a  prominent  place. 
The  Blockhouse  erected  by  Col.  Henry  Bouquet  in  1764,  is  still 
in  a  splendid  state  of  preservation — the  only  relic  of  its  kind  west 
of  the  Susquehanna,  if  not  on  the  continent. 

During  the  "Boundary  Dispute"  with  Virginia;  during  the 
trying  days  of  the  American  Revolution ;  during  the  bitter  conflict 
of  the  Whiskey  Insurrection ;  during  the  dark  days  of  the  Civil 
War  and  during  the  excitement  of  the  War  with  Mexico  this  his- 
toric site  was  the  scene  of  the  most  thrilling  events. 

The  City  of  Pittsburgh  is  now  improving  this  section  of  the  city, 
still  called  "the  Point."  Two  handsome  bridges  converge  here, 
one  spanning  the  Allegheny,  and  the  other  the  ]\Ionongahela 
rivers.  Between  these  two  bridges  and  just  where  they  meet, 
facing  the  great  Ohio  river,  which  became  the  Gateway  to  the 
Great  West,  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  co-operating  with  the  State 
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of  Pennsylvania  should  erect  an  imposing  and  lasting  monument. 
Such  a  monument  would  be  seen  by  the  thousands  who  will  in  the 
years  to  come  travel  to  the  great  west  and  to  the  south  over  the 
great  waterway  which  the  Ohio  river  will  become  when  the  canal- 
ization to  the  Mississippi  is  completed.  Such  a  monument,  stand- 
ing at  the  Gateway  to  the  West  and  South,  would  be  of  National 
importance.  From  this  spot  there  spread  out  to  the  west  and 
south  the  great  army  of  pioneers  who  won  the  region  beyond 
the  Ohio  from  savagery. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Historical  Commission  to  stimulate  an 
interest  in  this  most  worthy  project  and  to  encourage  the  people 
of  western  Pennsylvania  in  their  efforts  to  erect  a  memorial  on 
this  spot,  in  which  the  State  and  the  Nation  should  take  pride. 
All  of  the  various  peoples  whose  influence  entered  into  the  mak- 
ing of  the  American  Nation  had  a  part  in  the  making  of  the  his- 
tory of  "the  Forks"  of  the  Ohio.  Indian,  French,  English,  Irish, 
Scotch,  Scotch-Irish,  German,  Swiss — these  peoples  all  had  a  part 
in  the  making  of  history  at  the  union  of  the  Allegheny  and 
Monongahela  rivers,  where  the  Ohio  is  formed.  Hence  ifhe 
monument  at  this  site  should  appeal  to  all  people. 

FORT  AUGUSTA. 

The  Commission  would  also  recommend  that  the  General 
Assembly  encourage  the  efforts  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution  towards  the  purchase  of  a  small  tract  of  land  at  the 
site  of  Fort  Augusta,  at  Sunbury,  which  now  contains  the  Pow- 
der Magazine  of  this  most  historic  Frontier  Fort.  Previous 
Legislatures  have  passed  Bills  appropriating  money  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  site  of  Fort  Augusta.  The  Commission  on  Fron- 
tier Forts  recommended  that  something  be  done  to  preserve  the 
Powder  Magazine  of  this  fort.  This  relic  is  the  only  existing  re- 
mains of  any  of  the  Frontier  Forts  of  the  entire  State,  and  it 
should  be  preserved. 

Assuming  that  one  of  the  functions  and  the  purposes  of  its 
creation  was  to  supervise,  inquire  into  and  report  upon  legislative 
grants  for  monumental  purposes,  the  commission  has  made  an 
examination  of  the  statutes  heretofore  passed,  providing  for  such 
expenditures  of  public  moneys;  and  it  herewith  presents  an  ap- 
pendix A  subjoined  to  the  report,  the  result  of  its  investigation. 
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It  will  be  seen  at  a  glance  that  these  grants  have  been  made  with- 
out any  order  or  system  or  well  devised  plan.  In  many  respects 
the  subjects  were  disproportionate.  The  appropriations  were 
relatively  meager  or  lavish  and  the  result  haphazard.  In  order 
that  these  conditions  may  be  avoided  in  the  future,  the  commis- 
sion suggests  that  all  applications  of  this  kind  made  to  the  Legis- 
lature be  referred  to  it  for  its  consideration  and  approval  or 
disapproval. 

In  pursuance  of  its  policy  to  encourage  and  stimulate  local 
interest  in  this  subject,  as  well  as  to  furnish  illustrations  to  some 
communities  of  the  patriotic  spirit  of  others,  the  commission  has 
also  made  a  partial  examination  of  the  sites  and  events  that  have 
been  marked,  largely  through  local  effort,  or  jointly  by  the  Com- 
munity and  the  co-operation  of  the  Commonwealth;  the  report 
of  the  same  is  submitted  herewith  as  Appendix  B. 

For  like  purposes  of  illustration,  rather  than  in  any  attempt 
to  cover  the  whole  state,  and  the  thousands  of  subjects  which 
might  be  commemorated,  the  commision  has  received  various 
suggestions  of  work  yet  to  be  done.  This  information  is  com- 
prised in  Appendix  C.

The  Zeller  Refuge  for  settlers  during  the  French  and  Indian  War, — 
a  typical  structure  with  a  living  spring  within  the  walls,  in  good 
preservation,  near  Newmanstown,  built  in  1745. 

The  Home  and  Mill  of  John  Caspar  Stoever  (1740),  the  great  pioneer 
minister,  traveler,  and  organizer  of  Lutheran  Congregations  in 
Lancaster,  York,  Berks  and  Philadelphia  Counties,  and  in  Mary- 
land, of  the  Hill  Church,  Lebanon  County  (1731),  still  standing,  and 
in  good  preservation;  also  head  of  the  Lebanon  Land  Company. 

The  home  of  Rev.  Conrad  Templeman  (1743),  on  the  hill  near  Rexmont, 
South  Lebanon  Township,  the  organizer  and  Pastor  of  the  Re- 
formed Congregations  in  Lebanon  County. 

Site  of  the  old  Grubb  Church  (1748)  and  cemetery  on  Jacob  Brubaker's 
farm  in  South  Lebanon  Township. 

Meadow  Bank,  the  home  of  George  Steitz,  founder  of  Lebanon  (1745). 

Moravian  Cemetery  in  Bethel  Township  (1757),  three  miles  Northwest 
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of  Fredericksburg,  where  many  victims  of  the  French  and  Indian 

war  lie  buried. 
Site  and  cemetery  of  Salem  Lutheran  Church    (1762),  given  by  the 

founders  of  Lebanon. 
Site  of  Tabor  Reformed  Church  and  Cemetery   (1762),  given  by  the 

founders  of  Lebanon. 
Residence  of  Isaac  Meyer  (1768),  founder  of  Myerstown,  in  good  pres- 

erv-ation  and  in  practically  original  condition. 
Lei  Homestead  (1769).     The  Tulpehocken  Creek  rises  under  this  house. 

George  Washington  staid  here  over  night,  and  the  room  he  occupied 

is  fitted  with  relics. 
The  old  charcoal  furnace  and  cannon  foundry  at  Cornwall  (1742),  used 

during  the  Revolutionary  War  to  furnish  government  supplies,  and 

still  standing  in  fine  condition. 

1796),  the  first  long  tunnel  of 

its  kind,  reputed  to  be  the  first  tunnel  in  the  United  States,  the 

canal  in  which  General  Washington  was  interested  as  the  connect- 
ing gateway  between  the  Susquehanna  River  and  Lake  Erie  on  the 

one  side  and  the  Schuylkill  River  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  on  the 

other.
